Hoarvard ve. Vale—-Yale the Winner,

Woncesten, Mass,, July 28, —At 5§ the Uni-
versily crews were summoned to appear and
meet again in the asnual contest for the eham-
pionship. Again delay, tedious and unpleasant,
vut relieved at length by the appearance of the
superb-looking Harvard crew. Cheers greeted
them, loud and long. For, be it known, Wor-
cester crowds on regatta day are all well red,
and their eympathids and wishes are never for
a moment doubtful or kept quiet.

Then appeared the Yale crew, and certainl
a finer-looking or beilter crew, so far ns ou
siders could jmlr:e, has seldom come upon
waters llke Quinsigamond —I mean as regards
their etyle and appearance, not as regards their
ﬁtrengig. The Yale men were all bare as to
their frames, while the Harvards clothed thelr
nakednees with white shirts. The start was
firat-rate, both erews dropplog their oars at the
game moment. Yale, with Rer usual luck, hay-
ing won the outside position, they started off,
miling abont the same number of strokes—
orty-four—and keeping close together.

Ag they passed Hegatta Point they were
greeted with all the noise that brass and drum,
sowerfully reinforeed by thousands of pairs of
ungs, could make; while the ladies waved
handkerchiefs and shouted to themselvea for
very joy. On sped the boats, the same steady,
eturdy, determined rowin%. and neither a pistol-
shot from the other, Vhen the boats had
reached the mile stake it was seen that thelr
course was taking them right into the shore.
Harvard perceived her mistake early and bet-
tered her condition; but Yale kept steadily on,
so that when her course was changed she lost
fully ten seconds. Harvard thus took the lead,
and turned the stake first,

The boats then passed well nigh out of sight
from the judge's boat. That Yale wus doing
nobly all felt; and Yale stock began to rise
above par. And its rise rivalled that of gold in
war times, when, on the reappearance of the
boats, Yale was seen in the van, Harvard close
in to the west shore; still the same steady
gtroke, about thirty-eight to the minute. Then
came lond cheers, filling the air with enthusias-
tic shouts for “‘Yale! Yale!" and amid eries of
“‘Bpurt her, Phelps,” *‘Bully for you, boys”
Yale ehot ncroas the line, and for the first time
in five years the Blue came in ahend of the
Magenta,

he Harvard crew followed in twenty minutes
and thirty seconds, butl, as was seen, minus the
important instrument known as a rudder. Not
to be behind the precedents of the afternoon,
she at once put in a claim of foul. Yale had
croseed ber bows and run into her. So the Yale
crew were called up and allowed to state plainly
their side of \he question. This was that the
Harvard crew, in turning the stake, carried
away the flag and broke their rndder on the

They (Yale) also ran ou to the
take, and the crash of their boat striking
the [stake and Harvard's brealking her

rudder, was so simultaneous that Harvard was
decelved in belief that Yale had run into them.

It was curious to notice how little
enthusiasm was manifested al Yale's success:

They have done their work
nobly, and Yale men to-night are a happy and
jolly set of fellows.

Impressive Closing Scenes and Services.

The correspondent of the Baltimore American,

The Bacrament of the
Lord’s Bupper was administered, attended by
Divine power, and the vast assemblage present,
including quite a number of the members of the

Confidence Men Refuse to Sit for Their Ple-
Lures.

Special Officer Bherman, of the Twenty-sixth
precinet, noticed two suspleious-looking charac-
ters on the pier of the Paclfic Steamsbip Com-
pany, at the foot of Canal street.

The Super-
intendent told Kelso to take them to No, 228
Bowery and get their picture, and to take as
many detectives as necessary to hold them,
Captain Kelso sent Detectives Woolrich, Clapp,

On arriving at the above-
named gallery, they found that the
proprietor  had gone out: they took

ll?'l the line of march back to Captain
elso's. They then took them to Riker's Gal-
lery, No. 234 Bowery. They were brought up
ito the reception-room, when Eng-
lish saldi—""You wman, if you atlempt to
take my picture it will be at your perll.” " The
detectives then took them up stairs to the gal-
lery. English very coolly walked wup to the
camera and kicked It over, breaking it in pleces,
Tileman jumped at lish and caoght him by
the throat, and would have strangled him had
nol some of the other officers se them;

The Right-heur Fallare-Preapects of n Re-
sumption—Important Actisn by the Miners

Yesterdny - Quetntions, lte.

The e!’ht-hour movyemean tended by the leaders
of the W, B. A, toact as a blind under which thelr
unreasonable demands might be obtained, has
turned out to be a complete fallure, As predicted,
the men of the upper ons now working
were not 80 foollsh as to suspend work at profitable
rates in order by the complete stoppage on the
nominal plea of ¢ight houra to canse the Schuylkill
operators to comply with the demands of the men.
'1);1‘:3 few mon of the Wyoming region who by some
misunderstanding were supposed to have suspended
on the elght-hour question, are now all working at
ten hours,

By this fallure, the Schuylkill men have been
brought to see¢ some glimmerings of reason, A
meeting of the delegates of tht““’. B. A, was held In
Pottevilie on Thursawy ARG FrCLy of thid yyen,
On the latter day yvesterday, a resolution waa passed
which proposes to resume work upon the basis of
1860, the §3 basls, and in addition allow for an ad-
vance and reduction of 83 per cent. for every 25
cents advance or redonction on the 83 price. It Is
also provided that rates shall not be less than $2

This, though seemingly an adherence to the former
demands for Lthe bagis of 1869—~which was that cer-
taln wages were to be pald when coal sells for §3 at
Port Carbon with a proportionate advanoe of wages
with an advance in price—yet in reallty the proposi-
tion 8 A total withdrawal of all the demands in
which the strike originated,

By the §3 basis of '60 no allowance was mile fora
reduction below the §3, but only for an s ivanie be-
yond it. Consequently when prices fell below that
figure the miners demanded foll $8 riales, which the
operators were justly unwilling to pay, The opera-
tors to overcome this difloulty and to allow them to
work at all proposed the §240 basis, with propor-
tlonate rates for adyances, which was rejected by
the miners, and the strike ensued. Now after a
long season of Idleness, the men proposed in other
words, the same thing which was onginally pro-
posed by the operators. It wounld be too much of a
stroke to their pride to say squarely that they agree
to the $2:60 hagis; 80 they propose the §3 basls with
provision for a decline, which, as regards the wag:4,
amounts to very nearly the same thing as the g2:a0
basis with provision for an adyance. At the present
low price of conl it will allow Philadelphia merchants
to ecompete with New York, which they could not do
;;gloey were obliged to pay 53 rates when coal was at

But it remaing to be seen whether these terms, as
now Frrgmm-«l by the men, will be accepted. A meet-
Ing of the trade has been called for Monday, to take
action In the matter, While the arrangement {8 emi-
nently satisfactory to some operators, it {8 by no
means certain that it will be accepted by the majo-
rity, If for no other reason, the patience of the
trade here has been sorely tried by the late troubles,
and an immediate compliance with any proposal of
the miners, though it were the most rensonaole, can
hardly be expected, Tne Reading Railroad Com-
pany bas let it be gencrally understood that o re-
sumption of tolls on that road will take place on
Monday, in the event of a satisfactory termination
of the alMculties; but these, however, will be again
promptly withdrawn I the strike continues,

The ordinary temperature for distillation is 212
degrees, but by the new method this is reduced
to U0 degrees. The usual methods relied upon
for the destruction of the fusel oil are age, ab-
sorption by the cask, and chemical purificants
mixed with the liquor, none of which are per-
fectly effective. By the new method the liquor
is vaporized and driven off at a temperature
which will not affect the impurities, which con-
sequently remain at the bottom of the pan and
can be drawn off by means of a stop-cock.

Varions certificates from emionent chemical
and medicipal authorities in the hands of the
owners of the patent testify to the pority of the
substance. The possession of a pure article is a
great boon to the medical profession and to suf-
fering bumanity. The process ages the liquor
two years at least, and thus a pure article is
obtained at a cheaper rate than an impure one
which bas been kept for years to get rid of iis
im ections,

an establishment at No. 246 SBouth Front street
and No. 117 Dock street for the rectifying of
whiskies by this new method. Fine machinery
has been fitted up at ;iruat expense for the pur-
poée, and it I8 now In active operation and
working finely. The machinery consists of a
large reservolr, vacuum-pan and appliances,
exhaust and supply-pumps, a receiver or con-
denser, a steam-engine, and & palent safety
Phlegar boiler, All who are at all interested
will do well to call at the establishment, where
the process and apparatus can be laspected and
any information cheerfully given.

Of this number, b5 died of consamp-
tion of the lungs: 10 of disease of the heart: 24 of
marasmus; 12 of old age; 10 of typhold fever; 83 of
convulsions: 18 of scarlet fever; of inflammation
of the lungs; 6 of relapsing fever; 23 of coup de
